BOSTON, April 13.—Afire this morn- 
ing in a building in Fort Hill square 
was followed by a terrific explosion on 
the second and third floors and half a 
dozen firemen were seriously injured.

The interstate commerce commission

Mr. Bernard Rothschild Strleken Down 
With Heart DIseasa 


The sad news came to his many 
friends throughout the city to-day that 
yir. Bernard Rothschild had died very 
suddenly at his home, on West Main 
street, in this city, at an early hour thia 
moming. 


He had been troubled for a number of 
months with heart disease, but has been 
attending to his business as usual. 
He 
left his store last evening in his usual 
health and arose this morning with the 
intention of dressing, preparatory to go- 
ing down town to commence his busi- 
ness duties of the day. 


He had just got out of bed and WM 
still undressed when tie fell to the floor 
with an attack of heart disease. 
His 
wife rushed to his side and Dr. Bosen- 
thai, his physician, wasfsummoned, but 
all efforts to save his life were in vain, 
and at 8:30 o'clock, a short time after 
the doctor's arrival, he breathed his 
last. 


Mr. Bothschild was thirty-five yearn 
of age and leaves an estimable family, 
consisting of his wife and two children, 
to mourn his untimely death. He came 
to thia city about two years ago from 
Waterloo, Ind., and with Mr. Leopold 
Frieberger. purchased the Jacobs shoe 
store, at No. 18 Calhoun street, which 
he has been conducting ever since. 


He was a young man who, in his brief 
business career in this city, had made 
many friends. He was universally es- 
teemed for his many excellent traits of 
character and by his death Fort Wayns 
loses one of its brightest and most prom- 
ising young business men.

WHAT DEMOCRACY HAS DONE. 


• Few Points Whleh Will Be Inte 
to Demoontie Headers. 


A subscriber asks The HeraJ^ to nar- 
rate the benefits which theynemocratie 
I>arty, as an organization, bis conferred 
npon the country. 
He is instantly im- 
portuned with this question by well mean- 
ing Republicans, who aver that the party 
saved the Union, and therefore ought to 
xemain forever in the office of conservator 
of the public liberties. 
Through a popu- 
larilread of tiresome reiteration in this 
hasty age, iii-st principles, as iu tliis case, 
are entirely lost to notice, aud young 
Democrats come forward who, following 
a natural instinct, can yet advance no 
reason why any school or any orator has 
given why they should vote against the 
Republican party. 


The Democratic party exists, and has 
always existed, because this is a republic. 
The very spirit of free government is 
lodged in the arrangement that tlicre shall 
be at least two great bodies of electors, 
each striving for the honor of serving the 
state as trustee of the governing power. 
Without an opposition the government 
must centralize and become despotic, as 
under Napoleon, when the legislature and 
the tribunates were gradually merged into 
a Caesar's senate. 
Because the Demo- 
cratic party preserved its organization 
throughout the civil war, every Republi- 
can of today may be thankful he is not 
under a monarchy, with all public docu- 
ments written and all solemn acts done in 
the name of a son of some favorite leader 
of the northern idea—some son who to- 
day, thanks to the Democratic party, fills 
a mission in life which may be more htmi- 
ble, but better comports with the merits 
of the man and the happiness of the 
I)eople. 


The Democratic party in its best ele- 
ments has always been loyal to the idea 
that the people should have the highest 
practicable attainment of home rule; that 
government should meddle in the least 
degree with private enterprise; that taxes 
should be used for economical govern- 
mental expenditure, and should ])e col- 
lected so that only the treasury should 
profit through the contributions of the in- 
habitants assessed. 
The party has stead- 
fastly maintained that the officers of the 
state are the servants of the people, and 
that criticism and punishmeur of a dere- 
lict officer are the dearest rights of the 
electors. 
Thcbe ideas are JeiTersonian 
and Jacksouian. 
Through 
fidelity 
to 
them the non-military leaders 
of 
the 
northern 
opposition 
during 
the 
civil 
confiict 
were 
maligned, 
proscribed 
and imprisoned. 
In 
its struggle 
for 
self preservation the republic repudiated 
even the basic idea that a political opposi- 
tion could exist. 
Those Democrats who 
could see as Lincoln saw, enlisted—as 
Grant, 
Sherman, 
Halleck, 
McClellan, 
Hancock, 
Thomas, 
Rosecrans, 
Logan. 
Those Democrats who were unable to see 
as Lincoln saw went to prison. 
The elec- 
tion of 1868 beheld the Democratic party 
still in existence, though too weak to ex- 
ercise a conserving influence on free gov- 
ernment. 
After four further years of Re- 
publican post bellum rule, dedicated to a 
further destruction of Democratic princi- 
ples, the country beheld the lowest estate 
of the Democratic party, when centralism 
reached its meridian, when the aspiration 
of free ami honest government breai hed 
as the dying, and only schemes for the en- 
slavement of men were politically respect- 
able. 


But all the leaders of the Democratic 
party iu our time have not been false and 
perfidious. 
Out of the haze and mist of 
the scandals that surrounded the cele- 
bratad second term there rose the figure 
of Samuel J. Tilden, whose warnings 
sounded to a stricken and humiliated peo- 
ple as the voice of a statesman to be 
trusted in a trying time.

To that brave outcry, at that crucial 
moment, between corruption and self 
government—the outcry which brought 
the nation to its senses—the country is 
indebted for its existence to-day, and in- 
debted as much as to the act of the Grant, 
the Sherman, the Thomas, the private 
Democratic soldier or the private Repub- 
lican soldier, that held the states together 
a decade before. 
Because there was still

A HUMAN ROAST. 


O Id Joe Dolan the Tietim of« Fright- 
111 Death In HoflmtB's Bed Hoi 
Drj Kiln. 


"A human roast." 
In this careless way old Joe Dolan, a 
familiar figure, was spoken of by the 
curious crowd that haunted Peltier's 
morgue to-day. 


It makes us shudder to think of such 
a thing, but the sight is positively hor- 
rid and appalling, for there on a cold 
slab lies the lifeless form of a friendless 
man, the embodiment of the awful ex- 
pression, *'a human roast." 


It is old Joe Dalon, a man who has 
seen better days. 
He is a native of Vir- 
ginia and belonged to a family promi- 
oent in the Old Dominion annals, before 
the war 
darkened 
their fame and 
destroyed fortunes. 


Joe Dolan, then a handsome man past 
middle age, came north with a brother. 
The latter drifted to New York and the 
victim of this sketch came this way. He 
held his head high, but pride is of little 
use to penniless gentleman and the 
scion of a southern house got down to 
manual labor. 
He lightened his burden 
with whisky till it fastened its fangs on 
his appetite. 


Seven or eight years ago he went to 
work for Hoffman Rros. as a mill hand. 
He remained in cheir service until some 
years ago, when age and dissipation be- 
gan to tell on his constitution. 
He did 
odd jobs here and there since, but main- 
ly laid about saloons, offering his ser- 
vice for a bite to eat, a bed and drink to 
make his dreams happy. 
Thus Joe 
Dolan wrestled with rum till it sent him 
on the oft trodden road—"over the hills 
to the poor house," into a pauper's 
grave. 


Yesterday Dolan evidenced displeasure 
at the bill of fare at the county asylum 
and came to the city. 
He asked em- 
ployment at the Hoffman lumber mills, 
but his age and infirmities made it im- 
possible to engage him. 


He sought solace in familiar saloons 
near by and about nine o'clock last 
evening he applied for lodging at the 
Hoffman mills. 


Watchman Driftmeyer told him it was 
against the rules and he must refuse him 
shelter. 
The old man turned away and 
walked east on Main street 


While passing the di^ kiln, in the 
lumber yard, at 11 o'clock, two hours 
later, Mr. Driftmeyer heard sojiorous 
snores issuing from the cellar to the 
honse, and peeping in, he recognized Joe 
Dolan slumbering peacefully. All efforts 
to arouse him were futile, and the 
watchman determined to let him rest 
until daylight, as the place was comfort- 
ably warm. 


The night grew chilly, and it is sup- 
posed that the old man sought a warmer 
spot, for when Mr. Driftmeyer went to 
wake him at 5 o'clock in the morning 
^e found his man wedged beneath the 
red-hot steam pipes that hang under 
the dry house floor and close to the 
earth, save near the cellar door, where 
Dolan first lay. 


Mr. Driftmeyer crept in and pulled 
his man out 
Flashing a lantern in his 
face he was horrified to find him liter- 
ally roasted to death. 


The flesh was brown and swollen into 
ugly blisters. 
The skin peeled from his 
face and hands, giving to his features a 
frightful expression. 


The horror-stricken watohman sent for 
the police patrol wagon and the body 
was driven to Peltier's morgue to await 
Coroner Stellhorn's pleasure and inter- 
ment in potter's ñeld.

The Powers of Clftfeo amé Towm 
flMd hj tho flapiMM CMirt. 


The powers and dotiea of efties and 
towns in the matter of granting fran- 
chises to natural gas companies are 
clearly defined in a decision given hy 
Judge Elliot, of the supreme court, at 
Indianapolis, yeoterday afternoon, on 
the appeal of the Oitixena' Gas company, 
of Elwood, Madison county, against the 
town of Elwood. The record shows 
that the town authorities granted the 
exclusive use of its streete and al- 
leys to the 
Elwood 
Natural 
Gas 
company, refused to eonsider a pe- 
tition for similar rights of the Oitizens* 
company and enjoined the latter from 
putting in a plant 
The eourt holds, in 
the issues mooted: (1) That no town or 
city has the right to grant the exclusive 
right of its streets or all^s to any com- 
p ny or corporation for any purpose 
whatever, as this would allow it to create 
fnd maintain monopolies. 
(1) That any 
town or city has the undoubted right to 
regulate the use of streets and alleys for 
such purposes by requiring any com- 
pany to Im licensed, or 
to 
permitted 
by 
formal ordinance placing 
about 
it 
such 
restrictions 
and 
regula- 
tions 
as 
are 
necessary 
to 
use 
the 
streets 
and 
alleys. 
(3) 
That such ordinanees must be general 
in character. 
On the latter proposition 
the court holds as follows: *'Our judg- 
ment is that nnder the rules of the com- 
mon law, as well as under the provisions 
of our statutes, the subjactof supplying 
towns or cities with natural gas must be 
regulated by a general ordinance, and 
that the ordinance must not unfairly dis 
criminate between competing compimies. 
The ordinance must be gener¿ in its 
nature and impartial in its operations. "

seen better days. He to a native of Vir- 
ginia and belonged to a family promi- 
lent in the Old Dominion annals, before 
;he war darkened 
their fame and 


destroyed fortunes. 


Joe Dolan, then a handsome man pail 


middle age, came north with a brother. 
The latter drifted to New York and the 
victim of this sketch came this way. He 
held his head Ugh. but pride is of little 
use to penniless gentleman and the 
scion of a southern house got down to 
manual labor. He lightened his burden 
with whisky till it fastened ill fanga on 
his appetite. 


Seven or eight years ago he went to 


work lor Hoffman Bros, as a mill hand. 
He remained in oheir service until some 
years ago, when age and dissipation be- 
gan to tell on bis constitution. He did 
odd jobs here and there since, but main- 
ly laid about saloons, offering his ser- 
vice for a bite to eat, a bed and drink to 
make his dreams happy. 
Thus Joe 


Dolan wrestled with rum tin it sent him 
on the oft trodden road—"over the hills 
to the poor house," into a paupar'B 
grave. 


Yesterday Dolan evidenced displeasure 


at the bill of fare at the county asylum 
and came to the city. He asked em- 
ployment at the Hoffman lumber milto, 
but his age and infirmities made II hn- 
posslble to engage bin. 


He eorght solace in familiar saloons 


near by and about nine o'clock last 
evening he applied for lodging at the 
Hoffman mills. 


Watchman Driftmeyet told him it was 


against tbe rules and he must nfosehlm 
shelter. The old man toned away and 
walked east on Main street 


While passing the dry kiln, in UM
